French Riot As 
Germans Seek 
More Workers 


Bern, Switzerland, Oct. 16 — (/P)— 


Violent disorders have broken out 
in the unoccupied zone of France 
as the Nazis increased their pres- 
sure to get French woikcrs to go to 
Germany, dispatches to the Swiss 
press reported today. 


Lyon, 
Chambery and Annecy 


were mentioned as trouble centers 
in a dispatch to the Tribune De 
Lausanne, which said that, while 
details were lacking, it "is known 
that violent outbreaks occurred and 
that public forces (whether police, 
gendarmes or army units was not 
specified) had to intervene, 
and 
that blood flowed." 


This dispatch said there were un- 


confirmed reports 
"that bombs 


were thrown, that the public forces 
had used weapons, chiefly 
hand 


grenades, that railway stations and 
other strategic points were occu- 
pied by troops." 


yichy sources, however, said of-

were minimizing the extent of the 
disorders and insisting that it was 
iot yet known that bloodshed had 
occurred. 


The outbreaks were said to have 
started when the Nazi posted in 
actones lists of workers who were 
asked to go to Germany.

mater of practical politics—chief- 
ly to pay off patronage or penalize 
past opponents — a, new state ad- 
ministration usually 
sets 
about 


seizing effective control of every 
state department and agency upon 
which it can lay hands. 


Given a "cooperative" 
legisla- 


ture — and most governors have 
one for their first term — an ad- 
ministration can do a pretty thor- 
ough job in just 60 days. 


A favorite legislative method of 
delivering for the 
governor has 


been to "reorganize" an agency or 
department by 
revamping 
the 


board of commission charged with 
its operation. This gives the gov- 
ernor a chance to appoint new com- 
missioners and thereby opens 
to 


the new administration all of the 
jobs at command of that agency. 


In recent years, however, the al- 


most indiscriminate shuffling 
of 
these boards 
and 
commissions 


aroused widespread comment and 
no little criticism. The result was 
that Rep. Ed Dunaway of Pulaski 
and a Little Rock Civic club draft- 
ed proposed constitutional amend- 
ment No. 35 which will be voted 
on at the Nov. 3 general election. 
To its support they rallied a num- 
ber of other civic groups through- 
out the state. 


The amendment would "freeze" 
the terms of members 
of 
the 


boards or 
commissions charged 
with management or control of the 
state's charitable, penal or correc- 
tional institutions and institutions of 
higher learning "now in existence 
or hereafter created." Depending 
on whether the boards had five 
seven or ten members, the indivi- 
dual terms would be five, seven 
or ten years. 


The legislature would be required 


.o arrange these terms "so that one 
would expire each year, but the un- 
sxpired terms of the present mem- 
bers of such boards could not be

Senate Group 
Favors Drafting 
Younger Men 


—Washington 


Washington, Oct. 16 — (#•)— The 
Senate Military committee recom- 
mended the drafting of 18 and 19- 
year olds today shortly after the 
House arranged for final action to- 
morrow on similar legislation. 
., Rublmgs of displeasure arose on 
the House side of the capitol over 
a school deferment amendment in 
the bill before it and the lack of 
assurance of a 
full 
12 months' 
training lor the youthful selectees. 
The objections were aired at a 
rules commiittee hearing on House 
procedure on the bill, which admin- 
istration leaders said they expect- 
ed would be passed swiftly, as one 
answer of a democracy to totali- 
tarian threats. 


The bill approved 
unanimously 
by the Senate committee was spon- 
sored by Senator Gurney (R-SD) 
who announced that the 
measure 


would go to the Senate floor Mon- 
day. A $6,000,000,000 naval appro- 
priation bill has the right of way, 
however, and Gurney said that a 
vote on the draft bil Iwas unlikely 
before Tuesday. 


Gurney's bill lowers the 
min- 
imum draft age from 20 to 18 and 
provides that high school students 
may be deferred until the end of 
the last half pt the academic year. 
The ;ligislation on which the house 


is to vote tomorrow, for which two 
hours of debate were alloted, also 
has provisions designed to prevent 
marreid men from being inducted 
ahead of single men. 


As approved by the house com- 
mittee, the legislation assured high 
school and college students of de- 
ferment long enough to complete 
their current academic year, pro- 
vided it does not run beyond June 
30, 1943, and revised the set - up 
under which local draft 
boards 
have been .meeting monthly quotas 
intended to build the army to a 


• strength of 7,500;000 by the end of 
next year. 


The student deferment provision, 
written into the bill at the sugges- 
tion of Representative Kilday (D- 
Tex), grants a delay only to stu- 
dents requesting it. (Kilday conced- 
ed it could result in the whole- 
sale deferment of every 18 or 19- 
year-old student until next July 1. 


Of the estimated 2,500,000 addi- 
tional men the legislation 
would 


make liable to the draft, the com- 
mittee was told that some 1,000,- 
000 would be cancelled out because 
of enlistments or rejections.

If congress wilhin Ihe next 10 
days enacts legislation to draft 18 
and 19 year olds, most of the De- 
cember calls will be 
filled with 
these younger men, the director 
said. A minimu of 39 days is re- 
quired for preliminaries of filling 
out questionnaires, classify and 
screening.
